prises three 
priv ately 
own ed, 
pieces of property , the 
corn er j 
lot of the Lon Keislin g 
estate, 
the lot ju st east of it on Third 
street own ed by Fran k an d Fred 
Cu tter, an d the property 
ju st 
n orth of the Keislin g 
lot 
on 
Harrison street own ed by 
Sil- 
v erton Bebou t. 
The combin ed properties giv es 
the gov ern men t a plot of grou n d 
143 feet lon g on Third 
street 
an d 165. feet lon g on 
Hariison 
street. An in terest in an ease­ 
men t of ten feet to the 
n orth 
also goes to the gov ern men t an d 
can be* u tilized as a 
driv eway . 
The Cu tter 
property 
ex ten ds 
fiv e feet n orth of the ten 
foot 
easemen t y et. 
The price qu oted was $22,5 00 
of which the Keislin g lot will 
receiv e $10.000, the Cu tter pro­ 
perty $5 ,000 an d Bebou t $7,5 00. 
The bid was n ot on e of the ori­ 
gin al n in e althou gh the Keislin g 
property itself was offered 
in 
the n ame of A. L. Gary . 
Mr. O’Brien , who made a per­ 
son al su rv ey a few weeks 
ago 
decided u pon the Gary bid after 
con siderin g sev eral factors. On e 
of the foremost was the 
fact 
th at his site wou ld allowr 
the 
mail to be dispatched to an y of 
the railroad 
depots 
withou t 
crossin g tracks an d ru n n in g the 
dan ger of bein g held u p by

passin g train . 
So thorou gh was Mr. O’Brien s’ 
su rv ey th at he ev en had 
the

Ohio agen t,

hou r. This, in a way , prohibited 
sites n orth of the B. an d O. right

That issu e 
was sy mbolized 
cu riou sly today in the fact that 
simu ltan eou sly there con v erged 
u pon the con v en tion city 
the 
farm ers’ “carav an ” from the ag­ 
ricu ltu ral n orthwest comin g to 
v oice a protest again st the alleg­ 
ed in equ alities between agricu l­ 
tu re an d in du stry , while 
from 
the seat came An drew W. Mel­ 
lon , a prin ce of in du stry , called 
the third richest man in the n a­ 
tion , 
political master 
of the 
secon d largest state, an d at the 
momen t holdin g the balan ce of 
power ov er the repu blican con ­ 
v en tion . 
There in flesh an d blood is 
person ified 
the 
fu n damen tal 
econ omic clash wrackin g the re­ 
pu blican party this y ear. 
There is added trou ble in the

Every modern building repre­ 
sents tons of explosives 
used 
in mining the iron ore

which structural steel is made,

A definite trend toward the 
formation of larger farmer co­ 
operative marketing 
organiza­ 
tions in the United States to ef­ 
fect greater marketing 
econo­ 
mics was declared now in pro­ 
gress by J. F. Booth, economist 
of the United States 
Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture, addressing 
the International Pool Confer­ 
ence at Regina, Saskatchewan, 
June 5. 
Other tendencies in coopera­ 
tive marketing enumerated by 
Mr. Booth include 
recognition 
of the need for stronger financ­ 
ing; adoption of a form of or­ 
ganization suitable to farmers, 
their economic customs and the 
trade conditions under which 
the commodity is to be m arket­ 
ed; modification of contracts to 
suit the needs of 
members; 
greater application 
of 
sound 
business principles; and appre­ 
ciation of the peculiar manage­ 
ment problems arising out of the 
members’ relations to the asso­ 
ciation as owner and patron. 
“The size of the producing un­ 
it,” Mr. Booth said, “will 
pro­ 
bably always remain compara­ 
tively small, despite the fact 
that thf size of farms in the 
United States shows a slight in­ 
crease in late years. Not so the 
marketing end, however. 
Here 
there is a distinct tendency to­ 
ward 
combination 
of effort. 
Farmers are 
enlarging their 
cooperatives and extending the 
scope of their activities. In 1915 
there were 5,424 associations in 
the United States engaged in 
buying farm supplies and selling 
farm products. Today we know i 
of 
10,800 associations with a 1 
membership of more than 2,000,- 
000 farmers, doing a business of 
approximately 
$2,000,000,000 a 
year.” 
Mr. Booth outlined the histor­ 
ical development of cooperative 
grain marketing in the United 
States and Canada, and declar­ 
ed that conditions in the 
res­ 
pective countries have 
led to 
what might be referred to as 
a community point of view 
in 
the United States, and in Can­ 
ada to a viewpoint that consid­ 
ers the wheat-producing indus­ 
try as a whole. In Canada, he 
said, the experiences of more 
than two decades formed a n at­ 
ural setting for the development 
and successful operation of the 
wheat pool, whereas in the Uni­ 
ted States 
quite the opposite 
situation prevailed. 
• But in spite of the fact that 
farmers in the 
United 
States 
have not given the support to 
large-scale grain marketing as­ 
sociations that might be expect­ 
ed,” Mr. Booth concluded, “there 
are some indications of renewed 
interest in the matter. Many be­ 
lieve that farmers of the Wes­ 
tern States will not long con­ 
tinue their present methods in 
the face of continued success of 
large-scale grain marketing ef­ 
forts in Canada.”

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RESULTS MAY BE MANY-FOLD 
During the past 12 months there have been 
plenty of people who have felt that the trans- 
Atlantic flight was a game not wortli the cost. 
These people have thrilled at the success of 
Lindbergh, Chamberlin and the rest, but they 
have been deeply 
depressed by the 
tragedies. 
When plane 
after plane 
disappeared into the 
dark ness over the ocean and failed to return, an 
increasing number of Americans felt that such 
flights should be given up entirely . 
No good 
could come of them; why waste lives needlessly ’.1 
So ran the protests. 
Now, however, we are beginning to reap the 
benefits. 
National Air Transport, Inc., is preparing to 
place seven de lux e passenger planes in service 
between New York , Cleveland, Detroit 
Toledo 
and Chicago. 
These planes will carry 14 pass­ 
engers apiece in enclosed cabins and will mak e 
the trip in seven hours. 
The company back ing 
them believes they will prove popular. 
Aviation, at last, is coming into its own. 
But we should realize that this advance is, 
in a great measure, due to the ocean flights of 
the past y ear. 
This new passenger service could have been 
offered two or three y ears ago, as far as the me­ 
chanical end of it is concerned. 
There ex isted 
then planes just as safe and pilots just as sk illed 
as the ones that will be used now. 
But the pub­ 
lic was not ready for it then. People would not 
have patronized such a line. 
They would have 
been afraid. 
Aviation 
had not 
won public 
confidence. 
It has that public confidence now. 
People 
are willing to trust their lives to airplanes. And 
the occon flights of the last 12 months are large­ 
ly responsible . Not only the successful flights, 
but the failures. 
People have realized that if the airplane is 
developed to a point where a daring pilot can 
undertak e to fly across the Atlantic without a 
stop, it is surely safe lor shorter trips over land. 
The tremendous amount of nev/s about aviation, 
brought-onby the oeenn flights, has demonstrated 
to the public that a day light flight over land, in 
a good plane, with' a competent pilot, is no risk 
at all. 
Accordingly , commercial air travel on a 
large scale is about to begin. 
That is what the ocean fly ers have done for 
us. 
The tragedies of the last y ear have not been 
in vain. 
The gallant lives that were lost were 
not wasted. 
The men and women who died have 
done all of us a service. 
It is time we realized it.

FATHER'S DAY COMING 
Mother had her day a short while ago, and 
now the nex t official recognition for a member 
of the family is Father's Day , who comes into his 
own June 17th. 
This y ear the observance is the six th annual 
one, officially , although it is said that the day 
originated in 19 10, when a woman out in 
the 
west decided that dad’s homely virtues had been 
neglected long enough — calendarically speak ing 
at least. 
Father’s Day has not reached the propor­ 
tions y et that Mother's Day has had since it was 
first observed, 
but there are 
indications that 


show the head of the family will soon have his 
annual day with all of the pomp and ceremonies 
paid to mothers. 
Fathers will admit that they do not deserve 
the sacred tributes on that day , as shown to the 
mothers. 
The woman who is 
said to have 
originated the observance felt that the pater­ 
familias was entitled to public honor as father— 
en masse. He was to be “collective” — sy mboliz­ 
ing America’s uncounted millions of hardwork ­ 
ing, hitherto unnoticed and unsung dads. 
Surely as the co-founder of the family and 
civilization and every thing, the average father 
is entitled to that much recognition! 


PROBLEM REMAINS SERIOUS 
Just how grbat the problem of tuberculosis 
prevention in the United States really is was in­ 
dicated when Miss Jessamine S. Whitney , statis- 
tisian of the National Tuberculosis Association, 
made public an estimate that there are 270,000 
active but unk nown and undiagnosed cases of 
tuberculosis in this country . 
“The total 
number of 
active 
cases both 
k nown and unk nown,” stated Miss Whitney , “are 
believed to number about 810,000. 
This figure 
is arrived at by multiply ing by nine the last of­ 
ficial recorded number of annual deaths. Ex per­ 
ience acq uired during intensive cases-finding 
survey s shows that the total number of active 
cases which can be unearthed in a community , 
bears a constant relation to the number of an­ 
nual deaths. 
This is as nine to one. Two-thirds 
of these, or 540,000 are k nown cases, most of them 
under treatm ent. One-third, or 270,000 are un­ 
k nown to 
themselves, their 
doctors and the 
public.” 
“The problem of finding t hese 270.000 persons 
is now engaging the activities of 1400 tuberculo­ 
sis associations throughout the country who are 
entering on an “early diagnosis campaign.” 
It 
is financed by 
funds raised on the Christmas 
Seal Sale.

A definite trend toward 


formation of larger farmer 
operative marketing 'organiza- 
tions in the United States to ef- 
fect greater marketing jecono- 
mics was declared now in pro- 
gress by J. F. Booth, economist 
of the United States 
Depart- 


ment of Agriculture, addressing 
the International Pool Confer- 
ence at Regina, Saskatchewan, 
June 5. 
Other tendencies in coopera- 


tive marketing enumerated by 
Mr. Booth include 
recognition 


of the need for stronger financ- 
ing; adoption of a form of or- 
ganization suitable to farmers, 
their economic customs and the 
trade conditions under which 
the commodity is to be market- 
ed; modification of contracts to 
suit the needs of 
members; 


greater application 
of sound 


business principles; and appre- 
ciation of the peculiar manage- 
ment problems arising out of the 
members' relations to the asso- 
ciation as owner and patron. 


-The size of the producing un- 


it," Mr. Booth said, "will pro- 
bably always remain compara- 
tively small, despite the fact 
that thf size of farms in the 
United States shows a slight in- 
crease in late years. Not so the 
marketing end, however. Here 
there is a distinct tendency to- 
ward combination 
of 
effort. 


Farmers are 
enlarging their 


cooperatives and extending the 
scope of their activities. In 1915 
there were 5,424 associations in 
the United States engaged in 
buying farm supplies and selling 
farm products. Today we know 
of 
10,800 associations with a 


membership of more than 2,000,- 
000 farmers, doing a business of 
approximately 
$2,000,000,000 a 


year." 
Mr. Booth outlined the histor- 


ical development of cooperative 
grain marketing in the United 
States and Canada, and declar- 
ed that conditions in the res- 
pective countries have led to 
what might be referred to as 
a community point of view in 
the United States, and in Can- 
ada to a viewpoint that consid- 
ers the wheat-producing indus- 
try as a whole. In Canada, he 
said, the experiences of more 
than two decades formed a nat- 
ural setting.for the development 
and successful operation of the 
wheat pool, whereas in the Uni- 
ted States 
quite the opposite 


situation prevailed. 


-But in spite of the fact that 


farmers in the 
United States 


have not given the support to 
large-scale grain marketing as- 
sociations that might be expect- 
ed," Mr. Booth concluded, "there 
are some indications or renewed 
interest in the matter. Many be- 
lieve that farmers of the Wes- 
tern States will not long con- 
tinue their present methods in 
the face of continued success of 
large-scale grain marketing ef- 
forts in Canada."

Atlantic flight was a game not worth the cost. 


These people have thrilled at the success of 


Lindbergh, Chamberlin and the rest, but they 
have been deeply depressed by the tragedies. 
When plane after plane disappeared into the 
darkness over the ocean and failed to return, an 
increasing number of- Americans felt that such 
flights should be given up entirely. No good 
could come of them; why waste lives needlessly? 
So ran the protests. 


Now, however, we are beginning to reap the 


benefits. 


National Air Transport, Inc., is preparing to 


place seven de luxe passenger planes in service 
between New York, Cleveland, Detroit 
Toledo 


and Chicago. 
These planes will carry 14 pass- 


engers apiece in enclosed cabins and will make 
the trip in seven hours. The company backing 
them believes they will prove popular. 


Aviation, at last, is coming into its own. 
But we should realize that this advance is, 


in a great measure, due to the ocean flights of 
the past year. 


This new passenger service could have been 


offered two or three years ago, as far as the me- 
chanical end of it is concerned. 
There existed 


then planes just as safe and pilots just as skilled 
as the ones that will be used now. But the pub- 
lic was not ready for it then. People would not 
have patronized such a line. 
They would have 


been afraid. 
Aviation 
had not 
won public 


confidence. 


It has that public confidence now. 
People 


arc willing to trust their lives to airplanes. And 
the occon "flights of the last 12 months are large- 
ly responsible . Not only the successful flights, 
but the failures. 


People have realized that if the airplane is 


developed to a point where a daring pilot can 
undertake to fly across the Atlantic without A 
stop, it is surely safe for shorter trips over land. 
The tremendous amount of news about, aviation, 
broHghtron-by the ocean flights, has demonstrated 
to the public that a_jlayUghi,,JCUgiit over land, in 
a good plane, with' a competent pilot, is no risk 
at all. Accordingly, commercial air travel on a 
large scale is about to begin. 


That is what the ocean flyers have done for 


us. The tragedies uf the last year have not been 
in vain. 
The gallant lives that were lost were 


not wasted. The men and women who died have 
done all of us a service. It is time we realized it.

PROBLEM REMAINS SERIOUS 


Just how great the problem of tuberculosis 


prevention in the United States really is was in- 
dicated when Miss Jessamine S. Whitney, statis,- 
tisian of the National Tuberculosis Association, 
made public an estimate that there are 270,000 
active but unknown and undiagnosed cases of 
tuberculosis in this country. 


"The total number of active cases both 


known and unknown," stated Miss Whitney, "are 
believed to number about 810,000. 
This figure 


is arrived at by multiplying by nine the last of- 
ficial recorded number of annual deaths. Exper- 
ience acquired during intensive cases-finding 
surveys shows that the total number of active 
cases which can be unearthed in a community 
bears a constant relation to the number of an- 
nual deaths. This is as nine to one. Two-third; 
of these, or 540,000 are known cases, most of their 
under treatment. One-third, or 270,000 are un- 
known to 
themselves, their 
doctors and the 


public." 


"The problem of finding these 270,000 persons 


is now engaging the activities of 1400 tuberculo- 
sis associations throughout the country who arc 
entering on an "early diagnosis campaign."
